Recent  highly  publicized  reports  on 
higher  education  have  "profoundly 
overlooked"  that  over  the  past  20 
years  the  world  has  been  "unalter- 
ably" changed  by  the  presence  of 
women  and  minorities,  President 
Nenah  E.  Fry  declared  at  the  opening 
session  of  the  District  III  Conference 
of    the    Council    for    the 
Advancement    and    Sup- 
port of  Education  (CASE) 
held    in    Williamsburg, 
February  18-21. 

Talk  about  "what  used 
to  be"  must  give  way  to 
"what  it  will  mean  to 
educate  the  children  of 
the  children  of  the  1960s." 
she  said. 

Dr  Fry  made  these 
remarks  in  response  to 
the  keynote  address  by 
Virginia's  Governor  Charles 
S.  Robb.  Representing  pri-  F-  Mark 

vate  colleges  and  public  universities, 
respectively,  President  Fry  and  Presi- 


dent William  E.  Lavery  of  Virginia  Tech 
shared  the  platform  with  the  governor. 
Dr,  Fry  also  warned  that  public  and 
private  institutions  must  be  careful 
not  to  be  pitted  against  one  another 
by  the  federal  government.  It  "makes 
no  sense"  to  cut  social  programs 
while  promoting  tax  reforms  that 

that  would  diminish  char- 
itable contributions  from 
the  private  sector,  she 
said. 

President  Fry's  dynam- 
ic message  brought 
cheers  from  the  audience 
of  some  800  professionals 
in  alumnae  relations, 
development,  and  public 
relations. 

Sweet  Briar  was  much 
in  evidence  with  seven 
professionals  attending  in 
support  of  F.  Mark  Whit- 
taker,  Director  of  Develop- 
ment, who  was  chairman  of  the  highly 
successful  four-day  conference.

In  Celebration 

of  Virginia 

Women' 


A  two-day  symposium  "In  Celebration 
of  Virginia  Women:  Their  Cultural 
Heritage"  was  held  in  February  at 
Sweet  Briar  and  at  Randolph-Macon 
Woman's  College,  under  the  joint 
auspices  of  the  two  colleges. 

The  symposium  was  one  of  six 
being  held  around  the  state  in  con- 
nection with  the  Virginia  Women's 
Cultural  History  Project.  The  project 
honors  the  contributions  women  from 
all  levels  of  society  have  made  to  the 
cultural  heritage  of  Virginia  over  the 
past  350  years.  Lynda  Byrd  Robb, 
who  originated  the  idea  for  the  pro- 
ject, is  its  chairman. 

One  of  the  foremost  historians  of 
women  in  the  South,  Anne  Firor  Scott, 
delivered  the  keynote  address  entitled 
"  'The  Ladies  of  the  Club':  Unlikely 
Revolutionaries."  Dr.  Scott  is  the  W.K. 


Boyd  professor  of  history  at  Duke 
University  and  author  of  "The 
Southern  Lady:  From  Pedestal  to 
Politics."  Margaret  Spicer,  associate 
professor  of  drama,  costume 
designer,  and  authority  on  dress  at 
Dartmouth  College,  presented  the 
concluding  address  at  Randolph- 
Macon  Woman's  College.  Her  topic 
was  "Fashion  on  the  Move:  The  Ever- 
changing  Silhouette." 

The  program  at  Sweet  Briar 
included  a  presentation  of  primary 
archaeological  and  historical 
research  by  students  and  oral  history 
video-tapes,  while  the  program  at 
Randolph-Macon  included  discussions 
of  Virginia  women  writers  and  Virginia 
women  artists,  a  documentary  on  the 
life  of  Queena  Stovall,  and  a  round- 
table  discussion  by  five  Virginia 
women  artists. 

Two  exhibitions  were  held  in  con- 
nection with  the  Symposium.  The 
works  of  "Contemporary  Virginia 
Women  Artists"  were  on  display  at 
Sweet  Briar's  Refectory  Gallery  and 
"Selections  from  the  Costume  Collec- 
tion at  Randolph-Macon  Woman's 


College"  and  "Works  by  the  Round- 
table's  Participating  Artists  and  from 
the  Permanent  Collection  of 
American  Art"  were  on  exhibit  in 
Randolph-Macon's  Maier  Museum  of 
Art.

The  Rev.  Myron  B.  Bloy,  Jr.  1926-1985 


The  Rev.  Myron  B.  Bloy.  Jr.,  chaplain 
and  associate  professor  of  religion  at 
Sweet  Briar,  died  unexpectedly 
January  27  in  Washington,  DC., 
where  he  was  leading  a  conference 
at  the  College  of  Preachers  at  the 
National  Cathedral    He  was  58. 

Mr.  Bloy  was  widely  known  as  an 
Episcopal  churchman,  civil  rights 
activist,  and  educator  He  was  active 
in  the  religious  life  of  Central  Virginia 
and  sought  to  foster  closer  relation- 
ships among  the  white  and  black 
churches  of  the  area  as  well  as  to 
develop  a  greater  sense  of  com- 
munity on  the  Sweet  Briar  campus. 

Among  the  many  projects  in  which 
he  was  involved  at  the  time  of  his 
death  were  the  Sweet  Briar  Peace 
Festival  held  February  15  and  16  and 
the  Lenten  Exhibition  of  Religious 
Expressionist  Art  which  opened  in  the 
Memorial  Chapel  on  February  19.  He 
was  to  have  given  an  address  on 
"Religion  and  Intellectual  Life  in 
America"  at  the  Annual  Conference 
of  the  Higher  Education  Foundation 
at  Oxford  University  at  the  end  of 
March. 

Before  coming  to  Sweet  Briar  in 
1979.  Mr.  Bloy  was  president  of  the 
ecumenical  National  Institute  for 
Campus  Ministries,  Inc.,  in  Newton 
Centre,  Massachusetts,  and  editor  of 
the  NICM  Journal.  He  later  founded 
and  directed  the  Annual  Consultation 
for  Associates  for  Religion  and 
Intellectual  Life  and  edited  the 
organization's  quarterly  journal. 

A  native  of  Detroit,  Mr.  Bloy  earned 
his  B.A.  from  Kenyon  College,  M.A. 
from  the  University  of  Connecticut, 
and  M.Div.  from  Episcopal  Divinity 
School  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts. 
He  was  awarded  an  honorary  Doctor 
of  Divinity  degree  by  Kenyon  in  1976. 

Before  entering  the  priesthood,  Mr. 
Bloy  taught  English  at  Ohio  State  and 
was  assistant  director  of  admissions 


at  Kenyon  College  He  also  served  in 
the  Navy  from  1944  to  1946. 

Ordained  in  1956,  Mr.  Bloy  spent 
two  years  at  St.  Paul's  Cathedral  in 
Detroit.  In  1958,  he  was  the  first 
Episcopal  priest  to  be  appointed 
chaplain  at  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology.  During  his 
eight  years  at  MIT,  he  wrote  the  book 
The  Crisis  of  Cultural  Change. 

He  was  a  contributing  author  to 
various  publications,  including  the 
Christian  Century.  Christianity  in 
Crisis,  and  the  Chronicle  of  Higher 
Education. 

He  was  a  former  member  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  for  the  Harvard 
Divinity  School,  a  member  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  on  Religious  Life 
and  the  Chaplaincy  at  Tufts  Universi- 
ty, and  a  member  of  the  Ecumenical 
Commission  of  the  Episcopal  Diocese 
of  Southwestern  Virginia. 

He  leaves  his  wife,  Caroline  (Kuhn); 
two  sons,  Michael  Bloy  of  Boston  and 
Peter  Bloy  of  Amherst,  Massachu- 
setts; a  daughter,  Sarah  Bloy  of 
Boston;  and  a  brother,  Frederick  Bloy 
of  Grosse  Pointe,  Michigan. 

Mrs.  Bloy  has  been  appointed 
coordinator  of  religious  life  at  Sweet 
Briar  College  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
her  husband  for  the  remainder  of  the 
academic  year.

Fund  Named  for 
Robert  G.  Marshall 


Robert  G.  Marshall's  important  con- 
tributions to  Sweet  Briar  College  as 
professor  of  French  and  director  of 
the  Sweet  Briar  Junior  Year  in  France 
from  1972  to  1983  were  recognized 
by  the  Board  of  Overseers  which,  at 
its  November  meeting,  unanimously 
conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  title 
of  Professor  Emeritus  of  French. 

A  month  earlier,  in  connection  with 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  of  the  Junior  Year  in 
France  held  in  New  York  City, 
President  Fry  announced  that  the 
25th  Anniversary  Scholarship  will  now 
be  known  as  the  "Robert  G.  Marshall 
25th  Anniversary  Scholarship."  Pro- 
fessor Henry  J.  Majewski,  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  French  at 
Brown  University  and  chairman  of  the 
Advisory  Committee,  on  behalf  of  the 
members  of  the  Committee  and  the 
staffs  of  the  Paris  and  Sweet  Briar 
offices  of  the  JYF,  presented  Dr. 
Marshall  with  a  seventeenth-century 
print  of  the  Sorbonne.

Natascha 
Brunswick,  mathematician,  exiled  first  from  Russia  and 
again  from  Germany;  and  Marian  Kostecki.  sociologist, 
seeking  refuge  from  Poland.  Chairman  of  the  series  was 
Professor  Ross  Dabney  of  the  English  Department 


Professor  Brent  Shea 
Participates  in  National 
Mental  Health  Study 

Brent  Shea,  associate  professor  of 
sociology,  on  leave  from  Sweet  Briar 
as  a  Visiting  Fellow  at  Yale  Univer- 
sity, is  working  on  one  of  five  research 
teams  (at  Yale,  Johns  Hopkins.  Washing- 
ton University  at  St.  Louis,  Duke,  and 
UCLA),  which  are  assessing  psychia- 
tric disorders  in  communities 
surrounding  each  university. 

The  study  is  based  on  a  sample  of 
approximately  3,000  residents  in  each 
community  who  were  interviewed  three 
times  at  six-month  intervals  and  some 
500  residents  of  institutions  who 
were  also  interviewed.  The  problems 
of  racial  minorities  and  old  people 
were  subject  to  intensive  analysis. 

This  is  the  most  extensive  study  of 
mental  health  problems  ever 
conducted,  according  to  Shea.  "We 
are  looking  at  all  the  psychiatric 
disorders,  for  example,  anxiety 
disorder  (phobias,  panic,  obsessive- 
compulsive),  affective  disorders 
(including  various  types  of 
depression),  schizophrenia,  and  drug- 
related  disorders,"  Shea  said. 

Shea's  particular  project  has  to  do 
with  the  identification  of  the  factors 
that  place  people  at  risk  for  specific 
types  of  mental  illness.  "Once  risk 
factors  have  been  identified,"  he 
explained,  "it  will  be  possible  to  make 
treatment  more  responsive  and  to 
inform  people  in  our  society  of  these 
risks." 

Shea's  sabbatical  research  is 
supported  by  the  Sweet  Briar  Faculty 
Fellowship.  He  notes  that  not  only  is 
his  work  at  Yale  of  importance  to  the 
practice  of  medicine,  but  his  updated 
research  skills  will  benefit  his 
teaching  of  research  methods  at 
Sweet  Briar.  He  plans  to  develop  a 
course  in  social  psychiatry  upon  his 
return  to  the  College. 


Sweet  Briar  Holds  Exhibition  of 
Religious  Expressionist  Art 


"The  Innermost  Soul."  a  Lenten 
exhibition  of  religious  expressionist 
art,  opened  in  February  at  Sweet 
Briar  College's  Memorial  Chapel  and 
will  continue  through  Easter  Sunday, 
April  7.  Two  artists  are  represented 
by  their  work:  Charlotte  Lichtblau,  a 
painter  who  renders  traditional 
religious  subjects  in  powerful  and 
dramatic  swirls  of  brilliant  color,  and 
Sy  Gresser,  a  sculptor,  whose 
religious  vision  is  translated  into 
solid,  forceful  archaic  forms. 

Charlotte  Lichtblau  has  written  of 
her  own  work,  "For  me  the  discipline 
of  painting  is  a  way  of  exploring, 
expressing,  and  communicating  the 
passion  of  human  existence."  Her 
statement  applies  equally  well  to  the 
work  of  Sy  Gresser.  The  two  artists 
previously  exhibited  together  in  a 
joint  show  in  the  Museum  of 
Religious  Art  of  the  Cathedral  of  St. 
John  the  Divine  in  New  York  City. 

Lichtblau,  who  was  born  in  Vienna 
in  1925,  has  studied  art  both  in 
Germany  and  the  United  States, 
where  she  has  lived  since  1939.  She 
began  her  career  as  a  painter  of 
landscapes,  portraits,  and  still  lifes, 
but  during  the  past  decade  has 
turned  more  and  more  to  religious 
themes,  especially  the  passion  of 
Christ.  Her  work  has  been  widely 
exhibited. 

Gresser  is  a  poet  and  teacher,  as 
well  as  a  sculptor,  who  lives  and 
works  in  Silver  Spring,  Maryland.  He 
studied  at  the  Institute  for  Contem- 
porary Arts  in  Washington,  DC,  and 
received  both  B.S.  and  M.S.  degrees 
from  the  University  of  Maryland.  For 
the  past  three  years  he  has  been 
carving  twelve  works  entitled  "l-Thou" 
as  well  as  a  series  of  six  Hagar

sculptures,  three  of  which  are  in- 
cluded in  this  exhibit.  He  has 
exhibited  his  sculptures  widely  in  this 
country  and  abroad.  He  is  also  the 
author  of  six  published  volumes  of 
poetry. 

This  Lenten  exhibition  was 
arranged  by  the  late  Rev  Myron  B. 
Bloy,  Jr.,  chaplain  of  Sweet  Briar 
College,  and  is  dedicated  to  his 
memory.

From  Mt.  San  Angelo:  Stories,  Poems  &  Essays,  a  book-length 

anthology  of  "new  writing"  edited  by  William  Smart,  associate  professor 

of  English  and  director  of  the  Virginia  Center  for  the  Creative  Arts 

(VCCA),  was  published  in  November  and  is  available  from  Associated 

University  Presses  for  $18.95.  All  of  the  fiction,  poetry,  and  essays  in 

the  book,  the  first  ever  to  emerge  directly  from  an  artists'  colony,  are 

being  published  for  the  first  time.  In  January.  St.  Martin's  Press  published 

the  fourth  edition  of  Smart's  textbook,  Eight  Modern  Essayists,  which 

features  essays  by  Virginia  Woolf.

Strategies  for  Peace  Explored 


Whatever  happened  to  the  peace 
movement?  At  Sweet  Briar  a  two-day 
Peace  Festival  held  in  February  sug- 
gested that  the  movement  is  alive 
and  well. 

Organized  by  Chaplain  Myron  B 
Bloy,  Jr.  who  died  less  than  three 
weeks  before  the  event,  the  Sweet 
Briar  Peace  Festival  provided  a  forum 
for  students,  faculty,  and  concerned 
citizens  from  Central  Virginia  to  talk 
together  about  ways  of  working 
toward  peace. 

Four  leading  authorities  on  peace 
issues  addressed  major  threats  to 
world  peace  and  presented  their 
ideas  of  what  individuals  can  do  to 
further  the  cause  of  peace.  Speakers 
and  their  topics  were: 

— "Strategies  for  Peace  in  a  Violent 
World."  William  Keeney,  professor 
and  director  of  the  Center  for 
Peaceful  Change,  Kent  State  Univer- 
sity, and  executive  director  of  the 
Consortium  on  Peace  Research  and 
Development  (COPRED),  a  consor- 
tium of  many  colleges  and  univer- 
sities which  have  peace  studies 
programs. 

— 1'Peace  in  the  Nuclear  Arms 
Race."  Alan  Geyer,  executive  director 
of  the  Center  for  Theology  and  Public 
Policy  and  professor  of  political 
ethics  at  Wesley  Theological 
Seminary,  Washington,  DC.  He  is

She  was  in  Denver  to 
speak  at  the  "College  for  a  Day"  program 
sponsored  by  the  Sweet  Briar  Club  of 
Denver  and  eight  other  women's  colleges. 
The  interview  dealt  with  the  American 
Library  Association's  "Let's  Talk  About  It" 
project  which  Dean  Baer  helped  develop. 
She  is  a  member  of  the  project's  advisory 
board  and  helps  set  up  programs  across 
the  country.  Eventually  the  project  will 
enable  300  public  libraries  in  30  states  to 
offer  free  reading  and  discussion  pro- 
grams tailored  for  adults. 


Pulitzer  Prize  winner  James  Merrill,  des- 
cribed by  Helen  Vendler  of  The  New  York 
Review  of  Books  as  "one  of  our  indispen- 
sable poets,"  was  one  in  a  series  of  four 
writers  to  visit  Sweet  Briar  this  spring. 
Other  authors  in  the  series  were  Elizabeth 
Hardwick.  a  founder  of  The  New  York 
Review  of  Books,  and  Pulitzer  Prize-winning 
poet  Maxine  Kumin.
